Beaidea a itroog bint is aaid to 
hare Teaehed him from Madrid tbat 
Konietbing mnst be done by Jan. 1 to 
forestall action by coiiKiess on the Cam- 
eron resolution. 

A nnmber of dead bodies of pacificos, 
fonr of them bodies of wamen, were 
foondbya Cuban band Satordajnear 
Alfonso, after a Spanish column had 
p;iKsed. All the huts and dwellings in 
tliat section liave been burned and ttie 
crops destroyed, so the lountry j)eople 
have little left to live on. Many are on 
the verge of starvation. 

The pacificos living on farms near 
Astorvas wwe driven froin lionie Satur- 
day and forced to go into the town or 
Ix' killed. When tin y went there, ac- 
cording to orders, tin y found little pro- 
vision made for tlieni. With nothing 
to <lo and no nionev to buy food, their 
ca.ses are )>itiful. If tht')- go lack tliey 
will be killed, and if tluy remain they 
Will stiirve. 

Eiu;t of the froclia afTairs grow w orse. 
Tlie Spanish ollicials there can not cop^. 
with the insurgent bands in operation 
in that section, using the hills as their 
base of operations and they are confined 
to the towns. Siveral engagements 
tocik place between small bands of Si)au- 
iards and Cabaus around Son Christobal 
Saturday. Reinfocoemeuts have been 
aaked f or bjr the Bpaaiih oonumuidi-r 
there. 

It is expected in Havana that General 
Ri vera Will try to cross the trochu soon 
in force, ai leTerul messengers from him 
have bew oaptored by Gomes lately 
witn .uapstohes on them indioadag such 
apnaose. 

HeiLvy rains and high water at the 
southern end of the trocha have in- 
creased the number of sick soldiers.

PRICE OF COFFEE REDUCED. 

Arliiirkl«> Have >'ot .>If>t the Cut and Are 
Not Likely To. 

New Yor^, Deo. 38.— As an evidence 
that the Amctican dngar tteflnlng com- 
pany intend forcing operations in the 
coffee trade, the aunoiincement was 
made to the coffee trade by the sugar 
people yesterday of a furtlier reducticm 
of one-half cent per pound in the price 
of the coffee of the Woolaou Spice com- 
pany. ¥his makes a total reducttob of 
1 cent since the purchase of a controll- 
ing interest in the spice company by the 
sugar people. Thus far Arbuckle Broth- 
ers have not met the reduction, and in- 
ten-st is manifested by the trade re- 
garding the course the latter firm will 
decide upon. The feeling in the coffee 
trade is that the reduction of 1 cent per 
])ound is merely prsliflaiiiary to a much 

severer one. 

Speculation is rife in the trade as to 
what meiLsnres tli<^ Aibuekles will adopt 
in order to counteract the reduction in 
coffee, made by t!ie sugar people. 

The rejiorts circulated tliat the sujrar 
peoph^ do not intend to continue p rma- 
nently in the coffee bnsim'ss, and that 
th(! prospect seemed to be that if the 
Arbucklos would give up their plan to 
erect a sugar refinery and agre ■ to buy 
sugar for their coffee inacle from tlie 
sugar people, the latter would si'll the 
Woolson Sprice \A\\n\ totln'm and rrtire 
from the busint ss, was discredited by 
thos(^ posses.<*ing inside information. 
Tin- oinnioii thus expressed was that 
both i'o;i 'erns would con'imie as rivals 
in the trade and that eventually an am- 
icable Jidjustment would be amved at. 
both ( oncerns conducting their separate 
coffee business. 

A connection of the firm of Arbuckle 
Brothers stated tliat the Arbnckles have 
decided not to reduce the iiricM- of their 
cofi'ee, despite the reduction of 1 cent 
just made in the price by the Lion 
brand of COffee Of the 'Woolson com- 
pany. 

"Our coffee," said he, "is all tight, 
and as our customers would not, any- 
way, buy any other brand of coffee, I 
see no reason why we should lower onr 
I)ric(>. As a matter of fact, we intend 
to conduct our business without any re- 
gard whatever to the fact that" the 
Woolson company has passed into the 
hands of the sugar people. We never 
have bowed our head to any previous 
opixisition and it is not likely that we 
shall do so in the pn>8ent case. We are 
a firm, not a corporation, and we shall 
conduct our buuness along the lines 
previously followed. 

"Work on our new sugar establish- 
ment in Brooklvn will be rapidly 
pushed, and in a tew months we ezpiBct 
to have it in jhiU woridng order. Our 
business is here to stay." 

It was reported that efforts are being 
made to sdl ,the remaining seven-eigh- 
teenths of the.Wooisoh company's stock 
to the sugar people, it bcang alleged 
that, under the new agreement, the 
value of the stock will depreciate.

Dec. 2.3.— The failures of 
Angus & Cindele, general contractors ; 
the American Brewing, Malting and 
Elevator company, the George A. 
Weisse Malting and Elevator company 
and George A. Weisse, individually, all 
of these being due to the collapse ctf the 
National Bank of Illinois, and small 
runs f)n three bunks, were echoes of the 
bank failures of Monday. 

Runs were made on the (Jarden City 
Banking and Trust company, the Hi- 
bernian Savings bank and the Illinois 
Trust and Savings bank, and none of 
the runs was of much importance. The 
officers of the (larden City Hanking 
and Trust company had expected that a 
run would be made upon their institu- 
tion, and w ere ready to meet it. They 
threw oi)en the doors of the l)ank an 
hour earlier than usual, as they said 
they wanted to get the run out of tin- 
way so that they could transact their 
u>ual business without being disturbed, 
(.^uite a crowd of depositors had gath- 
eri (I at the (lenrs liefore they were 
<)peiie(l and as s(m)ii as the bank was 
rt'udy for business the depositors gave 
the paying tellers all they eared to do. 
The run kejit \\\) with energy for over 
an hour and then died away. At the 
elo-;e of biinkim^ hours the olfieers of 
the institution announced that during 
the day the amount t)f money taken in 
was treble that paid out, and the bank 
was declared to be in bette r shape than 
at the oixjuing of the d(K>rs in tlio morn- 
ing. 

The run on the Hibernian savings 
bank was of short duration, as the otii- 
cers declined to make any juiymont on 
time deposits unless givi n the legal 60 
days' notice. They said that this was 
not because they were not prejuired to 
pay all depositors in full, but because 
they wished to avoid embarrassment to 
smaller bankers who might not be pre- 
pared to paj- all their depositors at t)nee, 
and who might be placed in an ( lubar- 
rassing position if the smaller banks 
were paying all demands for time de- 
posits. 

There was a slight run on the Illinois 
Trust and Savings bank shortly after it 
opened in the morning, the similarity 
of its name and that of the National 
Bank of Illinois having led some de- 
positors to believe that the former was 
embarrassed. During the run in 1888, 
President John J. lUtoheU of the lUi- 
uois Trust gave orders to pay all de- 
positors who called for their money and 
was critiolsed by other bankers for do- 
ing so. Yesterday morning, as toaa as 
it became evident that there was likely 
to be a crowd in the bank, instructions 
were given the tellers to serve the cus- 
tomary 60-dtty notice, but to pay all de- 
positors who could show that tliev 
wante<l |100 of thdr money for a legiti- 
mate purpose. The result was that the 
score or more of people who had lined 
up at tho paying telurs' windows, soon 
dispersed. Before the close (tf banking 
hours the excitement had completely 
died out. 

The giving of the notice was sanc- 
tioned by the clearing house committee, 
and the' object was (the IlUnois Trust 
bt ing the strongest savings bank in the 
cityj to give the small(>r out s the oppor- 
tunity to point to its action as an e.\euse 
for giving tlie notice themselves, which 
they did, and thus eff'ectually stop a nin 
at any of tlie savings b inks. The Illi- 
nois Trust and leavings bank is said to 
hlive $!l,0<Mi,()()o in on hai.d, and 

wa.s yesterday loaning money, instead 
of as in lh!i;i, calling loans to meet tlie 
demands of tlu' savings deposiiiirs. 

The American Brewing, MiUting and 
Elevator compan}', the George A. 
Weisse Malting and Elevator comi)any 
and (ieorge A. Weisse assigned yester- 
day evening in the cxiunty court. The 
assignments of the two companies, 
whicli are intimately connected in 
business, and that of Weisse were 
bnaight into court together at ti o"clix k. 
The aissignee of the .Xmerican Brewing 
Malting and Eltivator company is the 
Chicago Title and Trust comiwiuy. The 
George A. Weisse Malting and Elevator 
company assigned to tlie i^ecurity Title 
and Trust ompany, and that coiiiiNuiy 
IS the assignee of Weisse also. ISo 
statement .vos filed as to the assets and 
Imbilities. The two oompauieti carried 
on business at the sam* ph— , Ml Vorth 
Ashland avenue. 

The failure of the two corporations 
was the result of the failing of the Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois. The two com- 
panies wer borrowers from the bank 
and were indebted to the bank when it 
failed to the amdunt of over half a mill- 
ion dollars. As soon as the failure of' 
the bank was announced preparations 
were begun for the closing up of tJie 
busiueBS of the two companies. Tbe 
corporations were both organized 
through the efforts of George A. Weisse, 
who is president of the George A. 
Weisse Mailing and Elevator company, 
and a son-in-law of President Schneider 
of the National Bonk of Illinois. 

The American Brewing, Molting and 
Elt^va^or company is the owner of ex- 
teusiye n^alc liouses on North Asliloud 
ax^^iie, whi|oh are letted to the otlier 
qqmp^uy and ure usgd by it In i^t man-; 
nf flMithre of malt. The Amerioftp brew- 
ing, lilting ^ Ijtontor comnan^ haa

•iccounts reveivable and contructs for 
co.'iipletion of public works, elevated 
raihoad constmotlon and the erection 
of buildings. 



NO LIV ES WER E LOST. 

All tke Miarn Reeened Prom the Pit at 
Wllkeabarre, Penpajrlvaaia. 

V>''ii.Kr.sBARRE, Pa., Dec. 28.— A can- 
vass of the homes of miners emi»loyed 
in the Baltimore mine, where the ex- 
plosion occurred Monday, shows that 
all tlie men escaped fnmi the mine. It 
was at first supposed that four or five of 
the men had fieeti caught in that jwir- 
tio!i of the mine where tlie explosion 
occurred, but now all have been ae- 
( onnted for. The men who were taken 
out nneonscious are getting along 
J.ici '.y. 

The lire in the mine is still raging. 

Mine Inspector Williams, in an inter- 
view, said that the energetic and timely 
action of the ofBciols ct tho Delaware 
and Hudson company alone saved the 
lives of the 14 men. He says the acci 
dent was caused by an explosion of dyn 
a mite which ignited a number of gas 
fti^ers. The men attempted to fight 
the fire, but it g!ained headway on them 
iind set fire to the timbers and the slope 
In time the smoke found its way to the 
slo])e where the men were at work. In 
attempting to es<'ape the men were ren 
dered unconscious by the smoke.

The Spanish forces under Ctoneral 
Rios were divided into two briirades of 
7,000 men each, supported by the Span- 
ish gunboats in the bay. Tho insur- 
gents numbered about 12,000, but they 
were strongly entrenched in Cavito and 
Noveleta. At the head of the Noveleta 
peilffisula the ground was honeycombed 
with rifle pits and the town defended 
from assault by earthworks, planted 
with rapid fire cannon and several 
pieces of heavy artillery. 

Rios attacked the first line of redoubts 
at Noveleta and the rebels fell back to 
the main line of Dononze, a mile in the 
fear of tht^ picket line.

Tlie tiglit started a' i) o'clock on Sun- 
day, Nov. S, and by 1 o'clock in the aft- 
eriKHin the insurgent ' outer wurKs had 
been evacuated. Tlieu a general attack 
followed, Rios tliro\.':iig the main body 
of his First brigaec ag.iinst the rebel 
entreiichmi'iits. Tl i- gunboats opeiieil 
fire on the enenij'. iiut owing to bad 
gunnery, failed to i ause any damage to 
the defenses. The < ' irdelia, the close.sr 
to Cavito, was fully -i.\ miles from tli(» 
town, and all of her shells fell short, 
owing to the extniae eleratiou giv8n 

the ship's cannon. 

When mi'ii reached the insiir- 

u'eiit works, a terrific lire w as opened on 
thi'iM. They march; ;l forward resolute- 
ly until the ritle pits commenced to 
belch forth lire, mowing down the front 
ranks. The column faltered, then re- 
treated slowly under heavy tire. 

The .Spaiiisli troojis were in the open 
and subjected to the full effect of the 
tire. Had the ribels gumnrj' been 
g(Kid, Rios I'ould have been slaughtered. 

The morning of the nth the Spanish 
were b.-vck in their can'p again and had 
rejMiin'il tho remnant. < of the first 
brigade. The second brigade bad suf- 
fere<l very little. The steamers Isaliell 
I and a small transport were use d to 
fetch the wounded to port from the 
peninsula. At least 800 were bvooght 
from the battlefield. 

Wednesday, Nov. 11, Rios prejiared 
and headi'd a second attack on Noveleta. 
He tlirew his entire army against the 
re«loubts and was routed with heavy 
I0.SS in the first attack. The gunboats 
faiUxl to aid the troops to any extent, 
their shot falling short. 

Th(^ Spanish did not attempt to renew 
the action, but waiting until the morn- 
ing of the IJth when a weak effort WSS 
made to Hank the n^bels, tbe failure df 
wliich ended the fighting for the time 
being.

The Auditor does 
not claim that the act is unconstitu 
tional— only that the Constitution pro- 
hibits it from applying to the Clerks 
now in office. He thinks, of course, that 
the new Circuit Clerks to be elected next 
November will be entitled to and wfll re- 
ceive the IB fee in each felony case.

An affray occurred late last ninht in

The trouble oocanred shortly after 11 
o'clock. From all that can be learned it 
Mtmi tho two got into a diapnit over 
some matter in the billiard room, and 
Paul struck Wood on the head with a 
cne, indictinK a painful wound. There 
art dURmnt raporia at to what oooMmd 
after this. 

One is that it was somo time before 
Wood recovered from the blow, and I'aul, 
who i« one of the bar4endon« waa then 
behind the bar. Wood pnlled a knife 

and Roing behind the bar began slashing 
and ciittinfc I'aul on tlie head and face. 

Paul seized a pistol that was lying 
aiar, and, aa he did ao, Wood ran into 
the room back of the bar, Paul shooting 
af him twice. One ball passed through 
the right arm near the elbow, and the 
Other penetrated the right aide near the 
fifth oriizth rib. 

From another source it is learned that 
after the first trouble between the two, 
they were separated and quieted down, 
and with two or three frienda were leated 
in the room back of the bar. Paul, it is 
claimed, was half asleep, when Wood 
stepped up and began slashing him with 
a knife. 

Paul ran behind the oonnter, got the 

pistol and fired the shots. 

James Headrixson and Reuben Stock- 
dale were pfissent and eyewitnesses of 
the unfortunate affair. From them It la 
learned that the trouble began over a 
▼ery trivial matter. The parties were 
playing pool. As Wood was about to 
. make a play, Panl poshed Wood'a hat 
down over his eyes. When It came 
Panl'i turn. Wood retaliated by shoving 
Paul*i bat over. Some words followed, 
and Paul then hit Wood with the cae, 
breaking it The cutting and ihootiog 
followed. 

After the sliootinj; Wood ran out and 
walked to the home ot Mr. Uendrixson, 
in the Fifth ward, before It waa discovered 
he was so badly wounded. He was then 
brought back down town where a phys- 
ician probed for the ball in the body but 
did not succeed in loeating it After 
Wood'a wounds were dreaaed, he waa re- 
moved to the home of his mother. 

His physicians, Drs. Owens and Reed, 
pronounce his wounds as very danger 
ous. He had not rallied thia morning 
from the ahock, and the chances are 
against his recovery. lie is abotittwonty- 
Uve years of age, and the youngest son of 
the late George T. Wood. 

Paul's cuts, several in number, are on 
the right side of his face ami neck and 
back part of his head, lie almost bled 
to death before Dr. Owens, who waa hut 
ily aum'moned,. reached, him. Aftwr his 
wounds were dressed he was removed to 
the home of his father, Mr. William Paul, 
on Third street, Fifth ward. He was 
leatlng Twrjr wril thla morning, and It its 
thought will recover.

|iart of the snltati toward Armenians, 
recently referri'd to, will j)robab]y briiiK 
about the release of t.OOO la-isoners and 
file remittance of all sentences of death. 
This has been promised Ui Patriarch 
Ormanian, but it needs ratification.
